Mr. Carlisloc Wants Bland’s Bill Modified 
Being Opposed to Redeeming Cer- 
tificates in Silver. 
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' Washington, February 7%.—(Special.)-—-A 
was finally mustered in the house 
this morning and the Hawaiian resolution 
declaring in favor of allowing Hawaii to 
manage its own affairs and against foreign 
interference was adopted by the house. The 
yote stood 177 to 75. There were some ten 
or fifteen democrats present who would not

te the difficulty. Two democrats voted 
graightout against the resolution. They 
were Messrs. Cummings and Sickles, of 
New York. The republicans refused to vote 
yesterday and only voted today wnen it 
' was evident to them that a democratic quo- 
rum was present. It seems that the re- 
“publicans have determined to make the 
Hawaiian question an issue in the next 
- campaign. 
Eastern Democrats Fillibuaster. 
Aiter the Hawaiian matter was disposed 
of in the house today, Mr. Bland called 
up his bill to coin the seigniorage of sil- 
yer now in the treasury. The republicans, 
with the exception of the few free coinage 
men of that side of the house, refused to 
yote on the question to take up the Dill. 
These republicans were joined by about 
thirty democrats, who likewise refused to 
-yote in order to break a quorum and pre- 
yent the consideration of the bill. The vote 
"on taking up the bill stood 158 to 7, or 14 
‘Jess than a quorum. Among the democrats 
who were present and declined to vote were 
Brawley, of South Carolina; Cadmus, Cor- 
nish, Dunn, Geissenhaimer and English, of 
New Jersey; Campbell, Cockran, Cummings, 
Haines, Lockwéod, Tracy and Warner, of 
New York; DeForest, of Connecticut; Stev- 
‘ens; of Massachusetts; Rayner and Rusk, 
Maryland; Riley, of Pennsylvania, and 
‘several other eastern democrats. These 
‘men continued to act with the republicang 
‘throughout the remainder of the day and 
‘twas found impossible to muster a quo- 
“wm on a vote to take up the seigniorage 
ote 
4 posing Redemption of Certificates. 
- It is possible that sufficient votes may be 
“gstered tomorrow to take up the bill, but 
fis evident that the republicans and east- 
'@n democrats will prevent its consideration 
ifpossible and they seem to be in command 
ofthe situation at present. The fight against 
‘the consideration of this seigniorage Dill 
‘fs being led by Cockran and Tracy, of New 
‘York, who are supposed to represent the 
wmministration. This element, however, 
-even combined with the republicans, has 
‘pot a majority. It is, therefore, resorting 
to this form of filibustering to prevent the 
gonsideration of the bill, which would be 
‘considered and perhaps adopted, if a vote 
reould be had upon it. The advocates of 
‘the bill are determined not to surrender. 
“They declare they will continue to fight 
/until a quorum is mustered, the bill is taken 
“up and considered and a square vote is 
“had upon its passage. 
' The Georgia congressmen, voted solidly 
today to take up the bill. Each one of 
‘them has resolved that he will vote for the 
passage of the bill. Tonight several of the 
opponents of the measure say they would 
be willing to take up and consider a Dill 
simply to coin the seigniorage, but Mr. 
Bland’s bill goes further than that. It 
provides for the coinage of all the silver 
in the treasury and for the redemption in 
silver of outstanding coin certificates issued 
to purchase this silver. It is this latter 
'lause that the administration people are 
' © earnest against. 
Do Not Know Where They Are At. 
_ Official figures at the‘treasury depart- 
' ment show that within the past three or 
four days, since the bond issue was prac- 
- tically assured, gold has been withdrawn 
' from the treasury for the purpose of pay- 
E ing for the bonds. On January 3d the gold 
' balance was, in round figures, $80,000,000 of 
- United States notes and of treasury notes 
of 189, both redeemable in gold, there were

It is 
not so long now before the next congres- 
sional election. Members are beginning to 
look after their fences. 
for the unconditional repeal*of the Sherman 
law would be only too glad to have an 
opportunity to flop over and vote for silver 
now in order to go to their constituents 
and declare that they have always been 
cilver men; that they only voted for the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law 
because they believed the condition of the 
country at that time demanded it. They 
want an opportunity to prove that they 
are, silver men, and another vote on the 
Silver question would give them that op- 
portunity. Therefore the silver men in 
congress will have many additional sup- 
porters in their proposition to renew the 
fight. It, indeed, may be that a free coin- 
age bill would have the support of a 
majority of both houses. Certainly there 
has been no time within many years when 
things appeared more favorable to the free 
coinage of the white métal. The electro- 
magnet of the administration, which had 
such strong attractive powers. several 
months ago, is now without a battery. 
There is no magnetism in it today. Its 
force has disappeared. The great mass of 
cuckoos are cuckoos no longer. They will 
represent their constituents this time and 
as the great mass of people of this coun- 
try are in favor of free cdfhage, it may 
be that free coinage will win. 

Certainly the fight is coming up again 
and that very soon. 

Mr. Wilson’s Treatment Resented. 

Much indignation is expressed about the 
capitol at the very discourteous treatment 
accorded Chairman William ©. Wilson, of 
the ways and means committee, at the 
board of trade banquet in New York the 
other night. He was invited there to speak 
on the subject of the tariff. He was in- 
vited in face of the fact that he was the 
author of the tariff bill which hud passed 
congress. He was invited to talk about 
that very bil, and when he did it his 
hosts—the men whose specially invited 
guests he was—hissed him and yelled 
“cuckoo” at him. It is true not all of 
them did it, but there were a considerable 
number around the banquet boards whe 
grossly insulted the leading guest of the 
evening. 

This ‘s not the first time a member of 
congress has been invited to a banquet in 
New York to be snubbed or insulted by his 
hosts. The men who call themselves the 
leading men of New York have exhibited 
on more than one occasion that at least a 
few of their mumber have not the perfect 
instincts of the gentleman. 

Since Mr. Wilson’s very rude treatment 
senators and representatives here have dis- 
cussed much among themselves the pro- 
priety of accepting the futuré invitations 
of large banquets of New York business 
men. Certain-y this class of citizens in 
New York have queered themselves with 
the congressmen in Washington, and in 
future congressmen will be loath to accept 
New York invitations where they are in 
danger of being insulted. 

Of course neither the president of the 
New York board of trade, nor many of 
its leading members endorse the insults 
heaped upon Mr. Wilson, but not endorsing 
them, the presiding officer of the occasion 
should have repudiated them then and 
there. This he failed to do, 

Bailey Is Persistent. 

Mr. Bailey,.of Texas, said today that as 
soon as the silver seigniorage bill is out 
of the way and after the state bank ques- 
tion has been disposed of he will call up 
his resolution reported from the committee 
on judiciary, declaring that Secretary 
Car‘isle should only use the money de- 
rived from the sale of bonds for redemption 
purposes. Mr. Bailey believes this bill will 
go through both the house and senate by 
a very large majority. He is determined 
that Mr. Carlisle shall not use this money 
for ordinary expenses of the government, 
but shall be forced to support the proposi- 
tion to coin the silver seigniorage to make 
up the existing deficiency in the treasury. 

Others Should Go Home. 

“What distresses me,’’ said Representa- 
tive Coombs, of the Brooklyn, N. Y., dis- 
trict, today, to a group of colleagues, ‘‘is 
the popularity of the income tax.’’ Mr. 
Coombs, who has just returned from a 
visit home, continued: “The bill is very 
satisfactory to my constituents. Some of 
them objected to the reduction made in the 
tariff bill, but their gratification with the 
income tax more than offsets it. Personally, 
I opposed an income tax. I believed that 
I reflected the sentiments of my constitu- 
ents, but I was mistaken.” 

Changing Officers Around. 

Captain Frederick A. Meehan, engineer 
secretary of the lighthouse board, has been 
ordered to Montgomery, Ala., relleving Cap- 
tain Philip M. Price, the engineer officer 
there, who will assume Captain Meehan’s 
duties in Washington. Major Charles W. 
Raymond will be assigned as engineer officer 
for the fourth lighthouse district. 

The lifesaving service has received no de- 
tails of the sinking of an unknown steam- 
er on Outer Diamond shoals, Cape Hatteras, 
N. C. The keeper of the station there simply 
telegraphed the fact, adding: “No signs 
of life.”’ 

The point where the steamer sank is fully 
ten miles from the shore. Hope is enter- 
tained from the fact that no signs of life 
are visible, that the crew may have been 
taken off by a passing vessel. 

Over the Committee’s Head. 

The National Association of Wool Grow- 
ers today decided to memorialize congress 
for the purpose of securing hearings before 
the senate finance committee on the sub- 
ject of the woolen industry as affected by 
the Wilson bill. 

There will be appended to the memorial 
the statements of the representatives of the 
different wool-growing states. A committee, 
appointed by the association, waited on 
Senator Voorhees last night and presented 
to him a resolution adopted at yesterday’s 
meeting asking that a date be fixed by the 
finance committee for hearing a committee 
of the association. 

Senator Voorhees informed the committee 
that no hearings will be given, hence, they 
say that their only recourse is congress, 
and the memorial will be presented to it 
probably tomorrow. 

The Election Bill Passed. 

The senate finally disposed of the elec- 
tion bill today. It passed by a majority of 
eleven. The populists voted with the demo- 
crats to repeal the laws. ‘The bill now goes 
to the presiuent as no amendments were 
added by the senate. 

Georgians and the Offices. 

Colonel John L. Hardeman and Colonel 
Cc. D. Findlay, of Macon, are here in ‘the in- 
terest of Mr. R. E. Findlay, who is a can- 
didate for the Macon postoffice. 

Senator Gordon carried Colonel I. W.

Colonel Avery 
is strongly backed, having secured endorse- 
ments from many states on account of his 
work for direct trade. Colonel Avery's 
friends hope he will meet with success this 
time.

THEN THE PEOPLE INTERFERE 


Sheriff Magee Is Begged to Spare 
the Condemned Man. | 


A POLL IS TAKEN OF THOSE PRESENT 


They Shout That They Will Stand by the 
Sheritl, Who Takes His Prisoner 
Back to Jail. ” 


New Orleans, February 7.—(Special,.)— 


Will FPurvis’s neck was saved. to- 
day at Columbus, Miss., not by 
executive clemency, but as Rev. J. G. Sib- 
ley, a Methodist minister, explained it, by 
a divine intervention of providence. As 
soon as the trap fell Purvis, instead of be- 
ing hurled into eternity, was precipitated 
to the ground. The noose had let loose 
and Purvis’s neck instead of being broken 
was only slightly abrazed by the rope. 

He fell on his back and remained perfect- 
ly still for a few moments. The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent was the first to reach 
him, and leaning over to discover if he 
had been frightened to death, called to 
Purvis, “‘Are you hurt?” 

From beneath his black cap Purvig r@ 
plied: 

“For God's sake get me out of this.”’ 

Others came up and Sheriff Magee made 
ready to conduct Purvis back to the scaf- 
foid for a second attempt. There were 
four of the board of supervisors present 
and they called the sheriff into the court- 
house for a conference. They advised that 
in the face of Purvis having so stoutly 
protested his innocence and of his having 
made a partial confession of what he had 
known of the Buckley murder, that all 
these facts be laid before the governor and 
that further proceedings be postponed to 
await orders from the governor. 

Sheriff Magee said that he would willing- 
ly accede to such a proposition, 
but his orders were inperative. He 
recognized the authority of the supervisors 
but they had no jurisdiction over a matter 
of this nature. Purvis’s statement con- 
tained this admissign of his belonging to the 
white cap organization and the iron-clad 
oaths that each member was compelled 
to take and the severe punishment by death 
if the orders of the organization were not 
observed. 

Clergymen Crowd Around. 

It also contained the names of a large 
number of themactive members who 
have terrorized this county for some time 
past. These parties will be arrested and 
brought to trial. It was on the Importance 
that would be attached to such a statement 
that. the sheriff would be excusable for dis- 
obeying the mandate of the supreme court 
that Purvis must hang. Prominent citizens 
and clergynien crowded around the sheriff 
and sought to interfere with or blind his 
merciful promptings. 

It was a most awful moment for Mr. 
Magee. Finally he agreed to a proposi- 
tion made by one of the pleaders—Rey. 
Mr. Sibley, of the Columbia Methodist 
church. Gathered around the scene of the 
expected execution were over 1,0.0 specta- 
tors from every section of Marion county. 
They made up the community that had 
been outraged by the murder of young 
Buckley. He went out and laid before 
them everything in connection with the 
unfortunate man’s last moments from the 
time that the party left Lumberton on 
Tuesday morning, where all telegraphic 
communication had been cut off; told the 
people of the confession that Purvis had 
made and informed them of his persistence 
in demying that he took Buckley’s life and 
his maintenance of the same in his last 
moments. 

Polling the Crowd. 

The minister then called out for a popu- 
lar verdict to decide whether further pro- 
ceedings be delayed until Governor Stone 
could be heard from. The party again re- 
paired to the gallows and in a most pathet- 
ic and soul-stirring address, Rev. Mr. Sib- 
ley laid the above case before the populace. 
In the immense assemblage, black and 
white, not one dissenting voice was raised. 
There was lusty cheering for the miracu- 
lous interposition that had saved the life 
of the boy whom every one in that great 
gathering now evidently believed to be guiit- 
less. 

A most unheard-of and unprecedented pro- 
ceeding had become a matter of record. 

Dr. Sibley then informed the crowd that 
for his action Sheriff Magee had rendered 
himself liable to indictment and impeach- 
ment. He would, therefore, ask if the peo- 
ple would stand by him should action be 
taken against him. 

Pledging Support to the Sheriff. 

“We will, we will, to our last dollar. .He 
has saved the life of an innocent boy,”’ were 
the answers shouted back to him. 

The guards and those on the platform 
crowded around Purvis to embrace and con- 
gratulate him. The lad sat in stupefied 
amazement as if trying to make out all that 
was going on. When he was finally made 
to realize what had been done, he sobbed 
convulsively and said: 

“I asked a merciful God to spare me, an 
innocent boy, and He did. May He be 
praised.,”’ 

His cousins, who had remained in the back- 
ground, came forward and with him wept 
for joy. Sheriff Magee said that he would 
keep Purvis under a guard at the court- 
house tonight and would set out for Lum- 
berton with the prisoner in the morning. 
He would then wire Governor Stone of 
the proceedings. Thence he will take Pur- 
vis back to Meridian, Miss., there place him 
in jail again, subject to the governor's or- 
ders. He felt confident that when the mat- 
ter was placed before Governor Stone fully 
and properly, that he would approve of the 
course that he had pursued. 

The Journey to the Gallows, 

Purvis was taken from his cell at Meri- 
dian on Tuesday morning. He was placed 
aboard a New Orleans and Nortkecastern 
train and taken over one hundred miles 
south to Lumbertown. There the sheriff 
and party, among whom was The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent, disembarked and were 
met by an armed body of about sixty depu- 
ties. This guard was deemed necessary 
for there had been whisperings about some 
probable attempt to rescue Purvis by the 
white caps on the road to Columbia, the 
point of destinatign. To reagh this place 
thirty-two miles of pine forest road had 
to be traveled, either on stage or on horse- 
back, and the journey was made without 
incident or accident. Purvis was laced .n 
the courthouse under guard. He passed a 
sleepless night, praying and singing with 
the clergymen who came to visit him. But 
he steadfasily professed his innocence of 
the Buckley murder. He acknowledged, 
however, being a white cap, and gave the 
names of. parties prominently connected 
with them.

RUMORS OF A REPUBLICAN SELL-O0T 


Populists Hold a Rampant Caucus 
and Decide to Aid Kolb. 


KOLB IS SURE OF NOMINATION 


Some of the Republican Leaders Protest 
Against Amalgamating with the 
JeffersonianiDemocracy. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The advance guard of the anti-organized 
democratic forces is in the city, several 
hundred strong. They have been coming 
since yesterday, and every train into the 
city brings dozens of recruits. The largest 
part of the crowd will come tonight and 
tomorrow morning, however, and the best 
posted leaders estimate that there will be 
3,000 visitors here by tomorrow night. 

Captain Kolb and his lieutenants are 
champing their bits. They are atixious for 
the fun. 

There will be 1,289 delegates in the Jeffer- 
sonian convention. The basis of representa- 
tion is fixed on the white population ac- 
cording to 1890, allowing one delegate for 
every 1,000 population and one delegate for 
each fraction of a thousand over 500.

The meeting ‘will be called to order at 
noon tomorrow by Chairman Goodwyn. 
Either Judge Hobson, Judge McKinstrey 
or Colonel R. H. Seamore will be chosen 
chairman. Mayor Fox will then welcome 
the convention to the city, after which 
prayer will be offered by one of the city 
pastors. Colonel George Gaff with his Pratt 
Mines band will discourse music for the 
occasion. Then the meeting will get down 
to business. 

Prefer to Go It Alone. 

The indications tonight are that the ma- 
jority of the republicans will not take part 
in the convention of the Kolb contingent. 
Colonel Edmund Morton Smith, of Cullman, 
and Ben Delomos, of Lowndes county, both 
prominent in the affairs of the republican 
party in Alabama, are here to thwart the 
movement of coalition. They are endorsed 
by a good majority of those present, it is 
stated, and the republican conference, 
which will ‘be held tomorrow, will pass a 
resolution that the party in Alabama stand 
on its own bdse and not get mixed up in 
other people’s affairs. 

Colonel Smith said tonight: “‘We realize 
there is not a ghost of a show for Kolb and 
the populists to beat the organized democ- 
racy. The fatter have all of the election 
machinery in their hands. The republican 
party is now practically united. We will 
have a conference tomorrow at which every 
republican will be given a chance to state 
his views as to the best course to pursue 
in the coming elections. I think they will 
decide to pull together and put their own 
ticket in the fleld. We want a fair election 
and a free count as much a8 anybody and 
I think the records of our party will show 
we are sincere in that. If Kolb and his 
foHowers are so enthusiastic on this sub- 
ject they ought to come over to us.

They Sit Down on Gilbert. 

Old man Gilbert, of this county, tried 
hard to get in a speech, but Chairman 
Adams invariably ruled him out of order. 
Gilbert persisted and Adarys politely de- 
nounced his as a political fakix and charged 
him with having sowed the seeds of polit- 
ical discord for years past. Whitehead said, 
among other things, that he was in favor 
of co-operation between the populists and 
the Jeffersonians in the different counties, 
but not in the matter of a state ticket.

Some Want to Fight. 

“Yes, he would,” spoke up several! voices. 

“Well, I don’t want any fighting in mine,” 
said Mr. Whitehead.

Captain Kolb can safely count on most of 
the populite votes, but he need not figure 
on a majority of the republicans, if indica- 
tions are not deceiving. Old man White- 
head, from Butler, may be nominated for 
the governorship by the middle of the road 
populites after all. He is an indefatigable 


old fellow and has a good head on his. 


shoulders. He cannot get the united sup- 
port of his party. Most of them are clear- 
ly for Kolb. Judge Hobson, Judge McKins- 
trey, Judge Gaston or Colonel Seamore 
will be chairman of the Jeffersonian con- 
vention tomorrow.

Jackson, Miss., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The joint convention of the legislature to- 
day ratified the caucus nomination for 
United States senator made last night, Mr. 
McLaurin receiving every democratic vote. 
Frank Burkett, the populite nominee, re- 
ceived nineteen votes. Senator McLaurin 
will start for Washington next Monday. 

In reply to a direct question as to how 
he stood on the Hawaiian question, Mr. 
McLaurin said today: 

“I believe Mr. Cleveland is right in his 
criticism of the action of Stevens in the 
overthrow of the government of Queen Lil. 
But inasmuch as the provisional government 
is established, and we deal with countries 
as countries, and not as individuals, I am 
in favor of non-interference, but the recog- 
nition of the government as it now stands.” 

**‘What are your ideas of the tariff sched- 
ule of the Wilson bill?’ 

“I have not examined the Wilson bill 
and cannot say, but I am in favor of a 
tariff strictly for revenue. I am opposed 
to a bounty on sugar, but in favor of a 
tariff on sugar, because it will produce a 
large revenue and not because of its pro- 
tection.”’ 

Has No Use for Mugwumps. 

“Ate you favorable to the confirmation 
of Mr. Peckham as judge of tho supreme 
court?’ 

“I know very little of Mr. Peckham and 
cannot say what my action will be. If he 
is a democrat and a lawyer whose ability 
is equal to the place, I will vote for his 
confirmation. I would not vote for the con- 
firmation of any man who is not loyal to 
the organized democracy. My desire is to 
heal any breaks in the democratic party 
and not to widen them, especially in the 
party in New York.”’ 

“What are your views regarding the pen- 
sion laws?’ ‘ 

“IT think that private pension laws ought 
to be repealed and a pension law should be 
enacted that would pension all disabled 
union soldiers who were disabled in the late 
war, and the widows of those who were 
killed in the war, where their financial con- 
dition is such that a pension would be nec- 
essary to support them comfortably. The 
law of pensions should be conducted on the

For the Repeal of the Bank Tax. 

“In your speech in the democratic caucus, 
in answering the questions propounded, 
you declared yourself as oppose to the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman law 
and endorsed the position of Senator George 
and Walthall on the silyer question. 

‘In your specch before the democratic 
caucus you also declared yourself in favor 
of repealing the 10 per cent tax of state 
bank circulation; but as nothing was said 
in the questions then propounded as to the 
income tax, the reporter would like your 
views on that subject, whether you favor 
or oppose the measure.” 

“I favor the principle of an income tax, 
As to how that tax should be levied and thé 
amount, I have no settled plan.”’

Mississippi’s Congressmen Say McLade« 
rin Is a Sterling Democrat. 
Washington, February 7.—(Special.)—The 
selection by the Mississippi legislature of 
Anselm J. McLaurin to succeed Senator 
Walthall for the remainder of his present 
term in the senate, is welcomed by the 
Mississippians here. McLaurin is forty- 
seven years of age. He is one of nine 
brothers, and is one of the most popular 
men in Mississippi. The McLaurins are a 
family of politicians. Three of the brothers 
were members of the last Mississippi con- 
stitutional convention. The new senator 
was one of them, but other than tnat he 
has never held office until elected to the 
senate. He lives at Brandon, Rankin 
county.

Among all the handshaking and back- 
slapping greetings of the men from the 
north and the men who live in the south, 
nothing was more touching than the fervor 
with which Mr. W. A. Hemphill, an ex- 
confederate, who gave the guests of the 
evening a hearty welcome to the city as 
the voice of the veterans of the south. 

He said that when he went to the war, 
he did so pureiy on the score cf patriotism, 
for his whole heart was wrapped up in the 
cause that was lost. He said that he was 
no politician, he was no slave-holder, but 
an humble college boy over at the State 
university.

CRISP AND REED HAVE IT. 


Finally the House Endorses the Let- 
Huwaii-Alone Policy. 
Washington, February 7.—Almost immedi- 
ately after the opening of the house pro- 
ceedings, the speaker and Mr. Reed got into 
@ parliamentary wrangle as to whether or 
not the order by which the absentees were 
recalled continued after the adjournment. 
The chair heid that it did, and the house 
took up the special order, which was the 
consideration of the Hawaiian resolutions of 
the foreign affairs committee. Before the 
vote was announced, it was seen that the 
house had almost secured a quorum, if it 
did not actually have it, and there was 
an effort made by some members to with- 

draw or CHange their votes. 

' The speaker, however, held that this 
could only be done by unanimous consent, 
and objection was made in each case. 

The speaker announced the vote as fol- 
lows: Yeas, 174; nays, 3—no quorum. 

Before further action was inaugurated, 
Mr. Springer made the point of order that 
177 constituted the quorum, and not 179, as 
had been held. In support of this, he cited 
the ruling of ex-Speaker Reed in the fifty- 
first congress, holding that a quorum con- 
sisted of a majority of the living members, 
and not of all those who had been elected. 

Mr, Reed said that he was not clear on 
that point, but was under the impression 
that he decided otherwise. 

The speaker read Mr. Reed’s ruling from 
the fifty-first congress, in which it was 
shown that in a very important case—a 
contested election case (Mr. Crisp being on 
the floor at the time)—that a point of order 
was made that a quorum consisted of a 
majority of the members of the house, and 
not of the living members. Speaker Reed, 
owing to the confusion at the time, could 
not find the precedents, and so allowed the 
point temporarily; but on reviewing the 
question subsequently, and looking up the 
precedents, decided that a quorum consist- 
ed of a majority of the Nying members. 

Mr, Reed proceeded that in that case he 
had changed his opinion, and it was evi- 
dent that the speaker had changed his. 


Crisp Sustains Keed’s Fermer Raling. 


Sp&iker Crisp, resuming, held to the opin- 
ions of his predecessor that a quorum con- 
sisted of a majority of the living members, 
but that he would submit the question to 
the house. 

Mr. Reed suggested that three of the 
vacancies had been filled by elections, and 
that, while none of these newly elected 
members had been sworn in, the fact that 
they had been elected might change the 
status of affairs. The speaker did not think 
they were members, unsworn, and could 
not, therefore, be taken in account. 

Messrs. Cockran, Baile¥ and Raynor came 
into the discussion, and Mr. Raynor made 
a parliamentary inquiry as to whether it 
would be in order to lay the pending point 
of order on the table and order another 
roll call. 

The speaker said it could be done by 
unanimous consent and no objection being 
offered, the question as to what constituted 
@ quorum was left in statute quo and the 
roll was ‘called on the question of agreeing 
to the pending Hawaiian resoluticen. 

_ On this second roll call the populists voted 
“no to make a quorum and the republi- 
eans, seeing that they could not prevent 
the quorum, changed their tactics and an- 
swered to their names. he resolution 
was thus agreed to by a vote of 177 to 75. 

It will be seen that the vote was 
marty lines, with two excentions, Mesers. 
Cummings and Sickles, of New York, who 
voted with the republicans against the res- 
clution. The democrats voted for the reso- 
lution and the republicans against them. 

Populists Divided. 


The populists were divided, Bell, of Colo- 
rado; Boen, of Minnesota; Davis, of Kan- 
sas; Harris, of Kansas; Pence, of Colorado, 
and Simpson, of Kansas, voting with the 
republicans and Baker, of Kansas; Can- 
non, of California, and Kem, of Nebraska, 
with the democrats. 

As soon as the vote had been announced 
on the McCreary resolution Mr. Boutelle 
called up his privileged resolution, which 
he had introduced December 23, 18938, and 
which declared that it is the sense of 
the house that any intervention by the ex- 
ecutive of the United States, its civil or 
military representatives without authority 
of congress in the internal affairs of a 
friendly recognized government to disturb 
or overthrow it and to aid or abet the 
substitution or restoration of a monarchy 
therefor, is contrary to the policy and tra- 
ditions of the republic and the !etter and 
spirit of the constitution and cannot be 
ioo promptiy or emphatically reprobated. 
The preamble recites that the president has 
invaded the rights of congress in instructing 
Mr. Willis to subvert the republican form 
of government in Hawaii 

Mr. Bovtelie demanded the yeas and 
nays and the roll was called, resulting in 
the defeat of his resolution—yeas, 91; 
nays, 1€1. 

Mr. Bland then at 8:10 o’clock reported 
from the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures the bill directing the secreta- 
ry of the treasury to issue silver certifi- 
cates equal to the seigniorage on the silver 
bullion purchased under provisions of the 
act of July 14, 1890, and he moved to go 
into committee of the whole. 

The question of consideration was raised 
by Mr. Tracey and the filibustering was 
kept up until adjournment. 


PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


The Bill Repealing the Federal Elec- 
tions Law Is Carried. 
Washington, February 7.—In the _ sen- 
ate today, Mr. Cameron, republican, 
of Pennsylvania, presented a-very large 
number of remonstrances against the Wil- 
son tariff bill from merchants, boards of 
trade, manufacturers and operatives, repre- 
senting almost all the industries carried on 
in that state. He occupied the floor. for 
fully fifteen minutes in presenting them, 
one after the other, and stating what they 
were. There were at least fifty of them 
in all. He also offered an amendment to 
the Wilson tariff bill, postponing the time 
when it was to go into effect from June, 
1894, to January, 1896. It was referred to 

the committee on finance. 

At 12:30 o'clock, the house hill to repeal 
the federal election laws was taken up, 
and Mr. Hoar addressed the senate in op- 
position to it. In reply to the charge made 
on the democratic side that the law of 1870 
was sectional, he said that that law ap- 
plied onlyto cities of over 20,000 population; 
that, when it was passed, there were fifty- 
seven such cities in the north and but 
five in the south, and that of those fifty- 
seven northern communities, eleven were 
in the commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

After some colloquy with Mr. tiunten, 
democrat, of Virginia, Mr. Hoar exe aimed: 

“The records in the archives of this capi- 
tol make of the history cf elections in this 
country since 1865 the blackest and worst 
history of crime since the world was ecre- 
ated. We can only deal with that subject 
fn. silence.”’ 

mt. Gray, of Delaware, replied to Mr. 
Hoar, who. he said, had mistaken or mis- 
represented the gravamen of democratic 
opposition to the election laws. They 
wanted to wipe them out, not because they 
protected the weak from the strong, but 
because democrats believed. from a 
bitter experience, that those iaws were 
at war with every tradition of 
local self-government. Not only did they 
degrade the states of which they were citi- 
zen3, but thé@y buttressed up the very fraud 
jh sl they were professedly intended to 
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purport of which was to make the proposed 
repeal effective only to the extent of pro- 
hibiting the employment of deputy ma.shals 
at elections. This amendment was rejected 
—yeas 27, nays 40. Three populists—Allen, 
Kyle and Peffer—and one republican—Stew- 
art, of Nevada—voted with the democrats in 
the negative. ' 

A.taunting inquiry by Mr. Chandler as to 
wh@ther Mr, Gtewart would contribute his 
vote to the repeal of the ‘aw which had 
been one of the noblest acts of his public 
life, brought out a short speech from Mr. 
Stewart, to the effect that the election act 
of 1870 was passed just after the nation 
had emerged from war and that now the 
nat‘on had entered on another war, that of 
the executive against tite producing classes. 

Mr. Perkins, republican, of California. 
offered the amendment of which he had 
given notice yesterday, allowing the elec- 
tion laws to remain, but confining §§ the 
federal supervision to cities of 200,000 in- 
habitants *or over, instead of, as now, 20,- 
000. The amendment was rejected—yeas 27, 
nays 39. P 

The bill was pasted—yeas 39. nays 28—a 
party vote, except that Mr. Stewart, re- 

ublican, of Nevada, and Messrs. Allen,

TWO YEARS FOR GERDING, 


He Planned the Robbery Which Cost 
Smith His Life. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The famous attempted express robbery 
case was closed at Clinton today with 2 
verdict of guilty as to Fred Gerding, and 
a sentence of two years in the penitentiary. 
A motion for arrest of judgment was im- 
mediately made, and a long and interest- 
ing legal battle is only begun. Twe or 
three months ago, Fred Gerding, an @x- 
express messenger, approached Will Smith 
and suggested an express robbery on the 
Knoxville and Ohio read. Smith appeared 
to fall in with the plan, but really hastened 
to tell Barney Irwin, a policeman, about 
it. On the latter’s advice, Smith agreed to 
carry out the scheme, and it is pretty sure 
that he furnished Smith with money and a 
revolver. 

The superintendent of thé Southern Ex- 
press Company and the route agent for 
this section were also made privy to the 
plot. Upon the night set, Gerding and 
Smith went out on the Knoxville and Ohio 
road, but were followed by the chief of 
police of Knoxville, Irwin and two other 
policemen, and the express officers, who 
concealed themselves in the express car, 
heavily armed. 

The attempt was made to rob the car, 
and the officers rushed out, and Gerding 
was left to fight the whole crowd, Smith 
not assisting. Several shots. were fired. 
One grazed Irwin and Irwin shot Smith, 
the police agent, who died in a few days. 
Irwin is now under indictment for the kill- 
ing, and, also, for fraud in the late muni- 
cipal election; but is still serving on the 
police force. The eontention of the defense 
will be that, having connived at the deed, 
and having expressly left the car doors 
unfastened, the express company and the 
officers removed the element of trespass, 
which. under the Tennessee law, is neces- 
sary to convict for such an offense.

Presently the caboose collided 
with the flat car and Irvine was thrown by 
the force of the collision from the ladder 
against the embankment of a cut and then 
hurled back again towards the train, and 
his head struck with great violence on a 
crosstie. The skull was fractured and 
several deep gashes cut on the head, The 
train went about two miles before the ab- 
sence of Irvine was noticed. Parties went 
back to look for him and found his dead 
body. The remains were taken to Wat- 
kinsville, prepared for burial and placed 
in a coffin and then brought to Macon. 

Irvine lived in this city. He was about 
twenty-five years old, and leaves a wife 
and child. He had been in the service of 
the Macon and Northern road about three 
years.

HE BUTTED HIS BARS FURIOUSLY 


The Doctor Seems to Have Had a Tempo- 
rary Spell:of Daftness—What Harry 
Says About It. 


Dr. Grafton W. Gardner is a man who 
appreciates an opportunity. Quite recently 
he has achieved the distinctidn of being 
the cellmate of Harry Hill and his keer 
mind at once grasped the value of the sit- 
uation; he realized that something must be 
done to sustaig him in his new station. He 
did it yesterday. 

Harry Hill’s heart may be bowed down by 
a weight of woe, but he can enjoy a humor- 
ous situation. He had a prmvate perform- 
ance all to himself yesterday, with Dr. 
Gardner in the leading role, and he says 
he was never so richly entertained in his 
life. He says the doctor has proven him- 
self werthy of the vrison aristocracy, no 
matter where he may go. 

It is still a subject of speculation as. to 
what actuated the doctor. But there is 
no doubt among the prisoners that he gave 
a tragic exhibition yesterday, and that he 
did not kill himself outright they attribute 
to the fact that he found that death by 
the method with which he was experiment- 
ing was too painful. ~ 

Harry and Dr. Gardner have been celling 
together since last Saturday. It was not 
congeniality that caused the jailer to put 
them in the same cell, but the fact that 
Gardner occupied the choicest apartment 
in the prison was the governing considera- 
tion. Both made the best of the situation. 
Harry read and received his friends. Dr. 
Gardner read and talked. They were not 
long in discovering that their tastes were 
not in the same line, but like martyrs they 
bore up bravely. 

They mutually bored each other, and yes- 
terday morning the climax came. Dr. Gard- 
ner invited Harry to leave the apartment, 
Harry smiled and said he wouldn't go. 
Words—naughty words—followed. Harry 
was good-natured; Dr. Gardner was irri- 
tated. The prisoners in the hallway gath- 
ered around the grated door to see what 
was cvming. The doctor bocame tragic. 

“If you don’t leave, L’ll kill myseif—l'll—” 

“it’s all the same to me,” said Harry, 
lightly, “kill yourself. I'li not interfere.’’ 

The doctor made some warm remarks 
in Spanish. The remarks sounded very un- 
culplimentary, but Harry remained imper- 
turbable, and smiled on. 

“Get out, I say,’ said the doctor, be- 
coming desperate. ‘“‘Get—’’ 

The doctor lowered his head, and with a 
rush shot himself head foremost against 
the grating. 
doctor backed away a few steps, and, ram- 
like, made another center rush. 

“Go it,” said Harry, encouragingly. ‘“‘Go 
ps 

The doctor was angered still more by 
this remark, and said he wanted a knife. 

“I wish “you had one,” said Harry, re- 
gretfully. 

In the very midst of the exhibition, Mrs. 
Gardner came in. She took in the situa- 
tion, and remonstrated with her husband. 
He was obdurate, however, and apparently 
did not recognize her. He conversed mostly 
in Spanish, and seemed to be temporarily 
unbalanced. He sobered down after a few 
minutes, however, and gave over in his 
intention to kill himself. He sat down and 
talked to his wife in comparative quiet. 

He was perfectly straight yesterday after- 
noon. The jailers seemed to think that his 
actions were due to a slight indisposition. 
John Bowden, who has roomed with Dr. 
Gardner most of the time since he has 
been in jail, says that the doctor had a 
similar spell once beforé, and made things 
lively for a time. The cause is hard to 
determine. 

Harry Hill'convulsed himself and prison- 
ers at the jail by his humorous recital of 
the incident yesterday afternoon. He en- 
joyed it hugely and laughed immoderately 
as he related it. He did not seem at all 
hurt that his society was not desired by 
the doctor.

IN A TUB OF WATER . 


Master Daniel Fleck Was 
Yesterday. 

Danie: Fieck, infant son of Mrs. Henry 
Fleck, was drowned in a wash tub yester- 
day at the family home, 178 Haynes street. 

The child was only thirty-one months of 
age and the tub into. which he fell con- 
tained only a small quantity of water. 

Mrs, Fleck, the nother of the child, is the 
widow of Mr. Henry Fleck, who was killed 
about seven months ago at the Mitchell 
Street railroad crossing by a passing train, 
within a few feet, too, of the point at 
Which his father lost his life in the same 
manner a few years before. . 

Since the tragic death of Mr. Fleck Mrs. 
Fieck has been living in a most retired 
manner at her home on Haynes street, 
giving all of her time and attention to the 
care of her three children, the youngest be- 
ing the son who met a tragic death yester- 
day afternoon. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Fleck left her 
home to attend services at the Church of 
the Immaculate Concepgion, of which she 
is one of the most devojit members and one 
of the most regular attendants. At home 
she left her children under the care and 
attention of the nurse and under the 
watchful eye of Mr. Deihl, her father. 

Durtng the afternoon the grandfather 
watched the children playing around the 
yard. The children had been romping quite 
awhile, when Mr. Deihl suddenly missed the 
little one from the group. Inquiry among 
the other children fai‘ed to locate it, and 
then Mr. Deihl set out to find him, little 
thinking of what he would stumble upon. 

It seems that in the yard was a tub con- 
taining a quantity of water, and in his 
search Mr. Deihl ran across the tub and in 
it he found the child, dead. Every effort 
was made to restore the little one to life, 
but without avail. The child, it appeared, 
in romping around had fallen into the tub 
and before assistance came was drowned.

Silver and the Price of Cotten. 

Ever since The Constitution has been 
discussing the financial question, it has 
been wurning the business men and 
farmers of the south that the price of 
cotton is, in the very nature of things, 
linked with the price of silver. ‘The two 
are linked together by means of the In- 
dian cotton crop, which is measured in 
silver—by means of {ihe eastern ex- 
changes which affect European and 
American spinners—and by means of the 
fact that the increased purchasing power 
of gold is registered in every fall in the 
price of silver. 

These fundamental facts have been bit- 
terly denied by the few goldbug organs 
in the south, and by the whole horde 
of goldbug organs in the east—especially 
those that have the manipulation of the 
daily market reports. 

But the pressure of facts growing 
heavier and heavier, has at last com- 
pelled the goldbugs to admit the exist- 
ence of a condition that is fatal to their 
whole contention—that digs the ground 
from under their feet, and leaves them 
discomfited and helpless on the field of 
argument. 

These of our readers who are inter- 
ested in the daily market reports—and 
these are of interest to all who study the 
financial situation that has resulted from 
gold monometallism, must have been 
struck by the relative correspondence 
between the price of silver and the price 
of cotton. In the face of an abnormally 
large or small crop, only the eye of an 
expert could detect this phenomenon. 
But, fortunately, the cotton crop is a 
normal one. It is neither very large nor 
very small, but strikes.about the aver- 
age of production. : 

Moreover, the plantation supplies have 
been about exhausted. The bulk of the 
crop has passed out of the hands of the 


planters, and is now in the hands of | 


Américan and European speculators. 
Heretofore, when this condition has been 
an assured one, the price of cotton has 
always gone up with a jump.

But instead of rising the price of cot- 
‘ton has suddenly declined, and Hub- 
bard, Price & Co., in their cotton report 
of Tuesday, are compelled to admit that 
the lutest decline is due to the fall in 
the price of silver, which has added to 
the serious dislocation of eastern ex- 
changes. 

This admission, tardy as it is, ought to

to enable them to see their way clear to 
sustain this movement against all op- 
position. The people of the south, the 
people of the west and the producing 
and mercantile classes of all sections of 
the country have lost billions of dollars 
in profits, and prices, and property val- 
ues during the. past year as the result 
of placing our currency system on the 
basis of the single gold standard at the 
dictation of foreign Shylocks and their 
American agents. 

There is not an honest merchant or 
business man, or farmer in the whole 
country who can say that he has been 
benefited in the slightest degree by the 
single gold standard. On the contrary, 
there is not a business man in the coun- 
try (not engaged in the business of mon- 
ey lending) but has been seriously hurt 
by the decline in values and the fall in 
prices. 

And it is greatly to be feared that the 
end it not yet. The sharp decline in the 
price of silver shows that gold mono- 
metallism has not yet done its worst. It 
is not only cotton that will suffer by the 
fall of silver, which is only another

Legal tender notes can be used in 
drawing gold out of the subtreasury in 
New York, where they are redeemable 
in gold, but the silver notes of 1890, is- 
sued for silver purchases, are redeema- 
ble in gold at any office of the treasu- 
ry; and The Exchanges, a lively little 
Wall street sheet, cutely remarks: “It 
is expected that some of these will be 
presented for redemption.” 
It is more than likelv—in fact it is 
inevitable that a great many of the new 
bonds will be paid for with gold ex- 
tracted from the treasury by these sil- 
ver notes, which have become gold notes 
because Mr. Carlisle has been converted 
to the single gold standard. - 
We have not by any means seen the 
last of the evil effects of this policy, 
Which brought about gold monometal- 
lism even before the unconditional re- 
peal of the purehasing clause of the 
Sherman act—nor have we seen the last 
of the ruin and distress in which this 
policy has involved the people.

Says The New York Recorder: “It would 
be interesting to know in just how many 
States an income tax is already an estab- 
lished thing. It is in Massachusetts cer- 
tainly, to name a typical republican state.

Virginia, by @ law 
passed in 1884, taxes all incomes in excess of 
$600 a year, whether derived from rents, 
Salaries, interest on notes, stocks, bonds 
and other securfties not otherwise taxed.

$2,000 a year, unless they are derived from 
property subject to taxation. Incomes de- 
rived from any trade or profession, or from 
Salaried employment, or from annuity, or 
from ships engaged in forei trade, are 
all subject to the income tax gatherer in 
Massachusetts. The supreme court of Mas- 
Sachusetts has upheld the income tax law 
by a decision enforcing it. It may, there- 
fore, be assumed that it is not a ‘‘mon- 
archical tax” in any other than a news- 
paper sense, because if it were it would be 
unconstitutional. Pennsylvania taxes the 
incomes or net earnings of all corporations, 
foreign insurance companies and banking 
concerns, private or incorporated, 3 per 
cent,

Memphis Appeal-Avalanche: The Arkan-

Instead of one charge of forgery, 
he would have been confronted with two., 
and his liberty would have been a matter 
of some doupt. 

Chief Connolly yesterday received two 
telegrams asking him to arrest and hold 
Drummer Wolff. The first. message was 
from Chief of Police Butner, of Macon, 
Ga., and Stated that Wolffe was wanted in 
that city. A few minutes afterward a 
second telegram to the same effect was re- 
ceived from Mr. John 8. Hoge, a prominent 
business men of the Central City. 

None of the details of Wolff’s alleged off- 
ness were given, but the wording of the tel- 
egrams was such as to leave the impres- 
sion that the affair was urgent. Chief Con- 
nolly had nothing to do but reply that Mr. 
Wolff owas carried to Lynchburg last 
Friday. It is presumed that Macon’s chief 
of police will wire to Lynchburg for Wolff's 
arrest. 

From a letter written by the Fulton Bank- 
ing Company, of Lancaster. on which the 
alleged forged check of Wolff’s was drawn, 
indicates that the charge upon which he 
was arrested in Atlanta was by no means 
his first offense. The letter, according to

WILL BE HELD IN ATLANTA THIS YEAR, 


Mr. Joel Hurt Is Now Arranging for the 
Next Session, Which Wil! Be an 
Interesling One. 


The American Street Railway Association, 
Which is to hold its tenth annual convention 
in Atlanta next October, will be given one 
of the most royal and interesting receptions 
and entertainments the members of the as- 
Soclation have ever known. 

Nearly, if not quite, 1,000 people will be 
brought to the city by the convention, and 
the local street car and railroad people have 
decided to make the meeting one of the 
grandest the association has ever expe- 
rienced. 

During the nine years the association of 
street railway people has been known, only 
the larger cities of the east and west have 
been selected as the places of meet- 
ings. The south was until recently an un- 
known quantity in the street railroad world, 
and, of course, the eyes of the members of 
the association were not turned this way. 
But two years ago Mr. Joel Hurt, president 
of the Atlanta Consolidated system, one of 
the best street car systems in the south, 
attended the convention of the association 
in Boston. During that meeting Mr. Hurt 
showed the members of the association 
that he was just then completing for Atlan- 
ta one of the finest and mest complete sys- 
tems, not only in the south, but in the 
country... The next year, 1893, when the as- 
sociation met in Milwaukee, Mr. Hurt was 
again an attending member, and found him- 
self one of the vice presidents of the asso- 
ciation as well as a member of the execu- 
tive committee.

rency Is Locked Up. 


A TALK WITH THE BANKING MEN 


The Real Estate Dealers Happy-—Several 
New Buildings to Be Erected—At- 
lanta on a General Boom. 


In the vaults of New York, Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia and the other large cities 
of the country, is concentrated at the pres- 
ent time a very large percentage of the 
currency. 

The total circulating medium of the whole 
United States, according to the last report 
of the secretary of the treasury, is $1,700,- 
000,000, 

Of this amount $546,000,000 in deposits, rep- 
resenting a third of the entire currency, is 
locked up in the ‘banks of New York city. 

This is the largest aggregate of money 


ever accumulated in the banks of New 
York. The excess over any previous year 
is-something in the neighborhood of $4,000,- 
000. 

In addition to these deposits, aggregating 
$546,000,000, the surplus and other money on 
hand will carry the aggregation up into 
the neighborhood of $750,000,000, or nearly 
one-half of the nation’s currency. 

This much is piled up in New York alone. 
In the other large cities of the country, 
such as Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, 
Cincinnati, Washington and San Francisco, 
other large sums of money are accumulat- 
ed. 

An effort was made in banking circles 
yesterday afternoon to ascertain the ac- 
cumulations in the above cities, but the de- 
sired information was not to be obtained. 
The banks of the city being in touch with 
New York only, the statistics of that city 
alone could be procured. 

Ought to Be in Circulation. 

“All of this money, or the best part of 
it,”’ said Mr. W. L. Peel, yesterday after- 
noon, ‘“‘ought to be in circulation. We are 
very badly in need of it in this section of 
the country.” 

‘Is this congestion of the currency in 
New York the cause of the depression ex- 
isting at the present time?’ the question 
was asked. 

“That question involves a deeper study 
of the situation than my own meager op- 
portunities have allowed me to give it. It 
is a probiem for the great financiers of the 
country. I should say, however, that in- 
stead of causing the depression it is rather 
due to the depression. If industries were 
active all over the country and people had 
more confidence in the outlook ahead of 
them, I believe this accumulation of money 
in New York would not exist. It is a sure 
indication, to my mind, that the country 
needs more vim and enterprise infused into 
ag 

The same views are entertained by the 
other banking men of the city. Ail say 
there is no reason why this money should 
be hoarded up in New York, when it ought 
to be in circulation. 

How About the Exposition? 
In this connection the question may be 
asked, how about the exposition? 
The exposition will have a beneficial ten- 
dency, from all the opinions gathered yes- 
terday, in this direction. It will start a 
large amount of money circulating towards 
Atlanta and will do more than anything 
else towards restoring confidence in this 
section. 
Every banker in the city is an advocate 
of this idea and a friend of the exposition 
movement. Enterprises of this kind al- 
ways attract capital, and reinvigorate the 
arteries of trade throughout the whole 
community. 

Real Estate Men Happy. 

The realestate men are the happiest 
set of fellows in the city. 
Until the lst of January, and for two or 
three months back of that time they were 
rather glum and diposed to take a murky 
view of the situation

FILES 1S REPORT. 


Special Master Hill Draws Up an In- 
teresting Document. 


WHAT IT WILL COST THE ROAD 


Declares a Man and Woman Legally Mar- 
ried Although the Ceremony Was Nev- 
er Per ormed~An Old Law Quoted. 


Mr. B. H. Hill, as special master, filed an 
interesting’ document in the office of the 
clerk of the United States court yesterday. 

It comes in the form of a report of an 
intervention which was filed some time 
ago against: the Hast Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railway in which a suit of $10,- 
000 for damage was involved.

The story of the suit and the facts which 
come out of it are interesting. 

Just about one year ago Moses August, a 
colored man, was kilied in a collision near 
Rome. His wife brought suit for $10,000, 
Upon investigation it was found that 
Frances August, who claimed to be the wife 
of Moses, was also married to another man, 
and that in fact, no ceremony had ever 
been performed between Frances and Moses. 
The attorney for the road stressed this 
feature and argued that no damage. sheuld 
go to the womin. Her attorneys, however, 
claimed that although no ceremony had 
been pronounced between the two, yet 
during slavery time .they lived together 
and continued thus until after the act of 
1866 was passed, which declared all slaves 
at that time living together legaliy mar- 
ried. 

Mr. Hill’s report, however, speaks for 
itself, and it is interesting. He says: 

‘To the Honorable Judges of the Court 
of the United Stetes of the Northern Dis- 
trict of Georgia—The intervention of 
Frances and Joseph August in the case in 
question was referred to me as special mas- 
ter with directions to hear and determine 
the facts and report the same to the court. 

“In pursuance of said order and after 
due notice I have caused all parties to ap- 
pear before me, and, after an examination 
of the witnesses and hearing of the argu- 
ment of counsel, have prepared my report. 

“The evidence taken before me is here- 
with submitted and approved by me as Cor- 
rect. 

‘“T find as follows: 

‘Ist. That the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railway Company was on 
February 11, 1898, operated by Henry Fink 
and Charles M. MeGee as receivers ap- 
pointed by the court. 

‘>? That on February 11, 1893, Muses 
August was a passenger on the cars of 
said railroad and was killed in a colligion 
in Floyd county on said date; said col- 
lission occurring at a point six or eight 
miles from Paine. Ga. 

“2 T find that Moses August was without 
fault himself and that said killing was the 
result solely of the negligence of the de- 
fendant, its employes and agents. 

“4 T find that said Moses August at the 
time of his death was between the ages 
of fifty and fifty-five years and was earn- 
ing $1 a day. 

“Taking into consideration his expectation 
under the mortality tables, his reduced Ca- 
pacity affected by increased age, the fur- 
ther fact that he had no steady employment, 
but was working according as he could get 
jobs, I think that a_ fair estimate 
as to the value of his life 
at the time of the killing would be the sum 
of $1,200. ; 

“T find that at the time of his death the 
plaintiff, Frances August, was his lawful 
wife. 

“On this point the master has great aiffi- 
culty in arriving at a conclusion. Plain- 
tiffs set up a statutory marriage under the 
act of March 9, 1866, code of Georgia, sec- 
tion 1667. 

“The evidence establishing this marriage 
is conflicting but after a careful considera- 
tion of all of it the master finds that 
Frances and Moses August, after a mar- 
riage ceremony between them, when slaves, 
continued to live as husband and wife, un- 
til some time in the year 1867, and that on 
the 9th of March, 1866, they were so living 
together, and by that act they were made 
lawfully husbaad and wife. 

“It is contended that said Frances 
and Joseph were siaves and that their mar- 
riaze as slaves was illegal and that such 
relation was not possible to slaves. This is 
true, but that is. one of the very evils that 
the act of March 9, 1866, was intended to 
cure. 

“This act, in the opinion of the master, 
was intended to make legal the relations 
of persons of color, which, before that time, 
was illegal, and if after the passage of this 
act such persons were living vLogether as 
man and wife and continued to live to- 
gether as man and wife, they were declared 
to be man and wife.”

position of Garbage Discussed. 


THE ONLY TRUE SANITARY METHOD 


Cremation Absolutely Safe and Less 
Expensive—The Dixou Sanitary Cre- 
matory Company Make Atlanta a 
Bold Business Proposition, 


The proceedings of the city council on 
Monday in relation to better sanitary con- 
ditions fo: Atlanta have attracted wide at- 
tention, and thelr action in inviuing Profes- 
sur H. A. Andrews, tormerly ot Findiay, 
Y., but bhuw 4 Georgian, to explain the ad- 
yantages of crematories as a safe method 
for disposing of sgurbage and night soil ig 
heartily approved, 

The gentieman is direct and positive in his 
yiews aS Will be seen by the following in- 
teresting inter iew. 

“Mr. Andrews, what are the special ad- 
vantages of the Dixon over other cremator- 
jes that have been tried and failed?” 

“The Dixon is a combination of six fur- 

naves, Sv arranged with reference to each 
other, that the solid substances of gar- 
page and night soil are burned to ashesin an 
upper furnace 2 feet long and 9 feet wide. 
The drainage and siops from this body of 
material are evaporated and burned by a 
separate furnace of the same size immedi- 
ately below the other, only a set of heavy 
grates on which the garbage rests separat- 
ing them. 
“All of the smoke, vapors, gases, disease 
germs and stench generated by the combus- 
tion in both of these furnaces are taken up 
and absolutely destroyed by the intense 
heat of a central furnace in the base of 
the stack or large chimney in which no gar- 
bage or night soit is ever placed. By this 
means we not only burn the solids in the 
upper furnace, but every particle of moist- 
ure’ that drains from them, and likewise 
the vapor from both. 

“Other systems attempt to do this with 
one furnace or its equivalent, but it is phy- 
sically impossible. It can never be done. 

“They try, by forced draft and large 
amounts of fuel, to produce so high a tem- 
peraturg that incineration will result. This 
only hastens the escape of great volumes 
of gases while combustion is going on, and 
soon burns out the furnaces and destroys 


' them.

rives at the furnaces in a dry condition 
and other substances are more inflammable 
its capacity is far above that and the cost 
of fuel much less. It is a great saving to 
burn the garbage with other substances, 
as it contains a vast amount of fuel.’’ 

“T understand the Dixon Company offers to 
build these crematories for Atlanta and 
guarantee their successful and satisfactory 
operation absolutely and eauivocally.’’ 

“We will do more than guarantee, We will 
build them and build the buildings to cover 
them and operate them for a period of 
twenty days before the face and eyes and 
noses of Atlanta and the world, and demon- 
strate just what they will do and their 
capacity per day, the city only to furnish 
the garbage and fuel. We will instruct 
competent men in the ~ management of 
the furnaces, also keep them ih perfect 
order for one year free of charge. 

“This is a purely businss proposition and 
is done to’ insure their secéanatal manage- 
ment, and not as an inducement to pur- 
chase. It is plain selfishness on our part. 
We want the crematories in Atlanta ex- 
actly right all of “the time and_ be- 
lieve n one year many others 
will know as well as we |. do how to 
keep them in the best possible condition. 


. There may be no repairs to make.” 


“How would this change in our method 
of disposing of garbage and night soil help 
Atlanta or lessen the city’s expenses ?’’ 

“First by placing Atlanta at once under 
the best possible sanitary conditions, At- 
lanta is an inland city without lake, 
river or ocean to aid her sanitation, if, in- 
deed they would be an advantage which 
many ,jhigh authorities doubt. She ilies 
directly in the path of commerce, trade and 
travel, Her elevation and splendid  drain- 


_age are greatly to her advantage. She has 


Pluck and courage beyond any city except 
one on this continent, but it is practically 
her to escape epidemics 
without the best of precautions. 

“Fifty years ago the cholera struck New 


‘York city and was carried along the line 


of travel up the Hudson river to Albany, 
thence west by the Erie cana] to Buffalo 
thence by the lakes to Cleveland, O., and 
Detroit, Mich. 

“All of them were WPiithy cities well lo- 
cated, but they were not prepared and 
none escaped. 

“Memphis was overwhelmed by the yellow 
fever for the same reasons and in the 
Same way and thousands of lives went out 
in the dreadful scourge and the shrinkage 
0 values was measured by tens 
of millions. The first and greatest 
help to Atlanta would come in _ better 
and safer sanitary conditions, placing the 
city where no epidemic of cholera, yellow 
fever, diphtheria or typhoid fever would be 
feared. 

“The heaith of her citizens is her greatest 
capital. Not to properly care for garbage, 
night soil, ‘etc., means to invite sickness, 
death and financial loss. The reverse means 
health, enterprise, hope and consequent 
prosperity to the city. 3 

“Atlanta has done, or is doing, as well as 
Other cities, and better than some, but 
none are satisfied. 

“She can now lead a‘l other cities of the 
south by adopting the highest sanitation 
known to man. 

“Among other helps of a pgcuniary na- 
ture wou'd be much cheaper sanitary ser- 
vice. requiring less than one-half the teams 
and men for the short hauls to the crema- 
tories, conveniently located on the side 
tracks of three railroads, where wood and 
coal could -be landed for fuel without haul- 
ing at all. 

Freedom from embarrassment in the 
courts, growing out of unsanitary condi- 
ine is another safeguard much to be de- 

The sale of the ‘dumping ground,’ or 
city farm, which would be rendered useless 
to the city, is another large item. 

Curtailing the extension of sewers to the 
remote parts of the city at enormous ex- 
— is among the greatest financial fac-

“What are your ideas as to transporting 
farbage and night soil to distant places to 
e dumped or buried?’ 

“It is impractical, in fact, impossible and 
would not dispose of the question at all. 

“No community outside of Atlanta wouid 
permit such a proceeding if tne ‘dumfping’ 
were done in its neighborhood. 

“Phe state would not allow it, and every 
citizen of Atlanta would object to the slow, 
costly and dangerous process of hauling it 
to the cars until they were loaded, then 
awaiting the tiresome movements of rail- 
roads to transport it, while the garbage 
could not be barreled at all, and the least 
Sign of an epidemic, even scarlet or typhoid 
fever, say nothing about cholera and yel- 
low fever, would shut the city in upon her- 
self by a thousand injunctions and the re- 
sult could be easily imagined. 

She would be powerless to extricate her- 
self on a sudden, and Atlanta would ‘be

NEXT “HONDAY 


To Decide the Fate of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association. 


SEEMS TO BE A LACK OF INTEREST 


And the Preachers, for Some Reason or 
Other, Are Falling Out of Fellowship. 
Once a Flourishing Organization. 


It looks as if the Evangelical Ministers’ 
Assoviation of this city is about to go by 
the board, 

At any rate it seems to need a little 
stirring up, and unless the preachers get 
about in their efforts to revive it or re- 
store harmony, or mend the evil—whatever 
it may be—the result will be unfortunate for 
the cause of re-igion in this city. 

An effort was made yesterday afternoon 
to ascertain whether or not there had 
been any disagreement among the mem- 
bers of the association, and if not what 
was the cause of the apparent apathy from 
which the association seems to be at 
present suffering. 

So far as this investigation was prose- 
cuted no disagreement between the na;re 
bers of the association was discovered. 
The utmost of good will and harmony have 
prevailed throughout all of the meetings 
and the best of feelings have characterized 
the relationship existing between the 
several pastors of the city. 

“There is nothing the matter,” said a 
well known pastor yesterday, “except a 
want of interest. I am sorry to make this 
acknowledgement, for if preachers are in- 
different on the subject of religion, whirst 
is to be expected of the community?’ 

What Is the Matter? 

If there is really no disagreement on 
the part of the iocal clergy, respecting 
their organization, the cause of their in- 
difference ought to be explained. 

Several months ago the association was 
one of marked activity. Considerable in- 
terest was manifested and much good was 
accompished. 

Of late, however, the association has 
been on the decline. When the world’s 
convention of Christian Workers met in 
Atlanta last November there was neither 
sympathy nor co-operation on the part of 
the association. It was a great religious 
movement and on which, for the time be- 
ing at least, was calculated to unify all 
denominational differences into one reli- 
gious sentiment. And yet no steps were 
taken by the association to entertain this 
great army of religious workers, which 
came by invitation of the clergy, the mayor 
of the city and the governor of the state. 

It has been suggested that the leading 
pastors of the city have been too closely 
occupied with their pastoral duties to take 
an active interest in the association, and 
only the pastors of the smaller churches, 
in addition to the officers, have been able 
to attend the meetings. A number of these 
have been prevented from attending on ac- 
count of. the distance of their churches 
from the center of the city. ef 

No Quorum Last Monday. ; 

Last Monday was the time for holding 
the regular monthly meeting of the as- 
sociation. 

At 10:30 o’clock, however, the time for 
the meeting to be called to order. there were 
only two or three pastors present. 

Among these were Rey. J. B. Robins, 
D.D., the pastor of the First Methodist 
chureh, who is the chairman of the as- 
sociation; Rev. T. P. Cleveland, D.D.. 
secretary; Rev. R. A. Bowman and one 
or two others. After waiting for. gevera’ 
minutes beyond the appointed time no one 
else appeured. 

In a quiet way the situation was discussed 
among those present, who came to the 
conclusion among themselves, that the as- 
sociation was in a bad condition and 
needed a most decided stirring up. 

Next Monday Will Decide It. 

Before the little group adjourned a reso- 
lution was introduced caling attention to 
the fact that the association needed a re- 
vival. 

It was furthermore agreed to notify each 
of the members of the association that a 
meeting would be held on the follewinge 
Monday at the same hour, at which time 
the fate of the association would be de- 
termined. 

If the pastors of the city 
up at the meeting next Monday the 
sociation, in all probability, will be 
clared a thing of the past. 

Such an organization ought to be fostered 
with the greatest zeal on the part of the 
clergy of the city. The cause ‘of religion 
and the welfare of the city in its h: chest 
sense is dependent in no trivia’ me asure 
upon the proper and harmonious working 
of such an organization.
